In Georgia's problem prison, 
Tattnal!, Governor Arnall’s spe- 
cial investigators yesterday found 
one 12-year-old boy and many 
boys 14 years old. Some 55 juve- 
nile offenders have fallen into the 
spirit of Tattnall prison and are 
proud to be classed as members 
of the “Hollywood gang,” a name 
guards and prisoners alike have 
fastened to the teen-age group of 
Georgia convicts. 

In Alabama, the youthful male- 
factor is spared the opportunity 
of developing into a law-breaking

LONDON, Sept. 9.—(4)—In 
crashing synchronization with the 


new Allied landings in Italy, rec- 
ord fleets of American and British 
aircraft battered Nazi ports and 
airfields in northern France today, 
and in day-long operations also 
formed an umbrella for naval and 
landing craft that filled the Straits 
of Dover in an unprecedented 
dress rehearsal of a cross-channel 
invasion. 

Under cover of the mightiest 
daylight air fleet ever lofted from 
the British Isles, combined opera- 
tions launched naval vessels, land- 
ing barges and all other manner of 
invasion craft in the biggest and 
boldest exercises of the kind ever 
held. 

A night communique, issued 
jointly by the air ministry and U. 
S. Army headquarters summariz- 
ing the day’s operations against 
the continent, said American

more than 1,000 sorties to hit mul-

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Allied Planes Level 


Nazis’ Headquarters 


By NOLAND NORGAARD. 

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept. 
9—(AP)—Waves of Flying Fortresses of the Northwest Af- 
rican air force’s strategic command dropped hundreds of tons 
of bombs yesterday on Frascati, 12 miles east of Rome, com- 
pletely demolishing the German military headquarters in 


Italy there. 


The Italian news agency Ste- 
fani said that Field Marshal Gen- 


eral Albert Kesselring, command- 
er of German air forces in Italy, 
escaped “only by a miracle” when 
a bomb hit his house. The broad- 
’ cast was heard by Reuters. 

The pilots were greeted on their 
return to their bases by the news 
of the Italian surrender. 

Coming over in three waves 
starting exactly at noon yesterday, 
the Fortresses were officially re- 
ported today to have left the town 
demolished and burning with a 
cloud of smoke billowing thou- 
sands of feet into the sky. 

Yesterday was a day of wide- 
spread aerial activity, but the 
raid on Frascati shadowed all else. 

Nazi Offices Smashed. 

The villas where the German 
officers and the general staff had 
been living and working got di- 
rect hits and returning pilots re- 
ported a thick pall of smoke soon 
hung over the whole area. 

The first wave of Fortresses 
took the enemy so completely by 
‘surprise that little or no fighter 
opposition was encountered. 

Succeeding waves had it hot 
and heavy. but they gave a good 
account of themselves, shooting 
down 28 out of 50 interceptors 
that rose to meet them. 

Going over in seven-minute 
waves, the Fortresses poured their 
high explosives on the town, 
where, an official statement said,

“practically every building in the 
town was being used by the Ger- 
mans.” 

The toll taken. of enemy planes 
for the 24-hour period totaled 33, 
including a few of the fast-dwin- 
dling number of Italian fighters 
which were operating under the 
command of the Germans prior to 
Italy’s surrender. 

Four ME-109s out of 25 were 
shot down when the enemy tried 


‘to stave off an attack by Ameri- 


can B-25 Mitchells which concen- 
trated on bridges in the Trebi- 
sacce region of the east coast of 
the Italian toe. 

The Mitchélls scored hits 
squarely on the middle of the 
railway bridge and on both ends 
of the south bridge. 

Another Mitchell formation 
bombed an important highway at 
Lauria near Sapri, encountering 
no interference, while American 
Marauders raided railroad and 
highway bridges at Sapri, meet- 
ing only weak antiaircraft fire. 

British Eighth Army forces, 
meanwhile, moved ashore yester- 


day in the Gulf of Eufemia in an 


enflanking landing under a heavy 
Spitfire screen set up by the tac- 
tical branch of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral Carl A. Spaatz’s Northwest 
African Airforce. The patrolling 
planes, however, were not given 
an opportunity for air combat. 

Patrolling railroads and high- 
ways ahead of General Bernard L. 
Montgomery’s advancing forces, 
United States, British, Australian 
and South African fighter-bomb- 
ers damaged at least 24 trucks 
and two gun trailers.

Among the last of Storni’s acts 
as foreign minister was a confer- 
ence with Japanese Ambassador 
Shu Tomiil. The German charge 
d'affaires, Erich Meynen, simul- 
taneously saw Undersecretary Ro- 
berto Gache. 

The visits of Tomii and Meynen 
at the foreign ministry had been 
expected since the disclosure of 
Storni’s statement to Hull that de- 
feat of the Axis was apprgaching 
inexorably and that the totali- 
tarian nations had nothing to hope 
for from Argentina. 

Storni told newspapermen the 
Japanese envoy came principally 
to discuss arrangements for the 
passage of the Japanese embassy 
staff of Santiago, Chile, which will 
embark on the exchange ship 
Gripsholm at Montevideo.

The ship is the pilots’ own 
plane in the sense that it incor- 
porates the combined experience 
of our naval aviators in the Pa- 
cific, and is the first American 
fighter to reach production on 
plans coming entirely from expe- 
riences of the present war. 

Its speed and climb are secret, 
but the Navy’s Bureau of Aero- 
nautics says: 

“Speed is the word for the Hell- 
cat. It is one of the fastest fight- 
ers in the skies.” 

The Hellcat is a successor to the 
Grumman Ajrcraft Engineering 
Corporation’s Wildcat under di- 
rection of the Navy’s Bureau of 
Aeronautics. 

The new plane is both bigger 
and faster than the Wildcat, 
which Undersecretary James V. 
Forrestal said saved Guadalcanal, 
and, the Bureau of Aeronautics 
said, stopped the Japanese planes 
in the Coral sea, at Midway and 
in the Solomons. 

The new Hellcat is a single 
seater, better armed than the 
Wildcat, and with improved pro- 
tective armor. Best of all, in the 
bureau’s opinion, is a new flexible 
type of gasoline tank, which is a 
step ahead of the ordinary punc- 
ture-proof tank. The official ex- 
planation is limited to the state- 
ment that the tank functions like 
a rubber bag inside a canvas ham- 
mock. 

The fighting altitude of the 
Hellcat is higher than its predeces- 
sor. Some idea of what this means 
is seen by the surprise the Japa- 
nese got at Guadalcanal last Oc- 
tober, when Wildcats met them at 
25,000 feet and shot down 30 Ze- 
ros in 10 minutes without losing 
one ship. 

Afterward, while President 
Roosevelt was giving Lieutenant 
Commander Edward H. (Butch) 
O’Hare, U. S. N., the Congression- 
al Medal of Honor on April 21, 
1942, he asked: 

“Butch, what kind of a fighter 
plane do you need to beat the 
Japs?” 

“Something that will 
stairs faster.” 

This remark was one of the fac- 
tors which led to installation of a 
Pratt & Whitney engine that is 
part of the plane’s unusual per- 
formance. 

The bureau credits the Grum- 
man outfit with breakirig all rec- 
ords for speed in design and pro- 
duction on the Hellcat. Five 
months after the first plane had 
been accepted, the first squadron 
came off the assembly lines on 
Long Island. After that for sev- 
eral months, production more 
than doubled each month.

“There is only one sin we can 
commit at present, namely that 
of cowardice. He who avoids de- 
cision will one day have to capit- 
ulate. He who gets weak in the 
knees should at least hide his 
weakness to prevent his state of 
mind from affecting other peo- 
ple.” 

A transocean dispatch said Ger- 
man suspicion that treachery was 
afoot developed after a frontier 
meeting of Nazi Foreign Minister 
Joachim von Ribbentrop and Ital- 
ian Foreign Minister Rafaele 
Guariglia, Badoglio’s representa- 
tive, four weeks ago. 

“From the very beginning of 
the new regime he (Badoglio) op- 
posed a German offer to send re- 
inforcements for assistance of 
Italian defense at particularly 
threatened points of the Italian 
mainland,” Transocean said.

Rangoon Staggering 
After Savage Attacks 


By THOBURN WIANT. 

WITH AMERICAN LIBERATOR BOMBERS OVER RAN- 
GOON, Sept. 6.—(Delayed)—(AP)—In the most successful 
raid ever made on Rangoon, a swarm of American Liberators 
today destroyed two large freighters totaling 8,000 to 10,000 
tons, damaged a cargo vessel, sank several smaller craft and 
started many fires in the dock area. 


Then the big four-engined bomb- 
ers beat off 15 to 20 Japanese 
Zeros in a savage aeria] battle 
that lasted almost 50 minutes. 

It was by far the greatest ex- 
hibition of bombing that I have 
esen in 16 combat missions. The 
Liberater gunners shot down at 
least five enemy fighters, probably 
destroyed nine and damaged one. 

All our planes returned safely 
although some, including the one 
in which I flew, bore jagged holes, 
evidencing the accuracy. and in- 
tensity of the Japanese antiair- 
craft fire. 

All told, four big waves of Lib- 
erators dropped more than 100,000 
pounds of bombs on Japanese in- 
stallations in Rangoon. 

Many Waves of Aircraft. 


Planes in a wave led by Lieu- 
tenant Gordon Wilson, 26, of Cov- 
ington, Ky., scored at least four 
hits on the same vessel in addi- 
tion to sinking another craft. An- 
other freighter cargo vessel was 
hit by other waves. 

Zeros jumped up right after we 
had made the bombing run. The 
next 50 minutes seemed like 50 
years. 

It was the first time in nine 
months of combat flying that I'd 
seen an enemy aircraft and I hope 
I never see them again. 

The Japanese came from all di- 
rections, sometimes two or three 
at a time. Their aim was bad, 
otherwise I might not be writing 
this. 
I was leaning over the shoulder 
of the co-pilot, Lieutenant Colonel 
Bertram Harrison, 26, of Lees- 
burg, Va., when a piece of ack 
shattered the windshield in front 
of our faces, showering us with 
glass. None of us was injured 
but all of us were unnerved. 

“Tl thought they got me,” Colo- 
nel Harrison said. “That was too 
close for comfort.” 

It was the second raid in three 


days for Harrison, who has just 
arrived from the states. On his 
first raid over the Andaman 
islands he had returned on three 
engines. 

“I guess I must be bad luck,” 
said Harrison, a West Pointer, 
whose wife and year-old daughter 
are living at San Angelo, Texas. 

The Japanese made pass after 
pass until we were far out over 
the Bay of Bengal, but our gun- 
ners expertly kept them 75 or 
more yards away.

LONDON, Friday, Sept. 10.—(/) 
Russian armies have stormed into 
Bakhmach, key railroad junction 
on the road to Kiev, squeezed a 
menacing vise on Bryansk and 


dashed to within 60 miles of the 
Dnieper river in a swift advance 
from the liberated Donets basin in 
the south, Moscow reported today. 

More than 300 towns and vil- 
leges were captured and more 
than 4,100 Germans were killed in. 
the days victories that saw the 
Soviet armies push into the town 
of Nedrigailov, 20 miles east of 
Romni, and capture Lyudinovo, 45 
miles north of Bryansk. 

The Moscow communique, re 
corded here by the Soviet monitor, 
told of Soviet aircraft ceaselessly 
pounding the German retreat road, 
destroying 18 locomotives which 
heuled back German troops and 
materiel while 80 trucks and sev- 
era) railway bridges were pound- 
ed from the air. More than 20 
planes were destroyed or burnt in 
one airdrome. 

New South Threat. 

A German radio report, mean- 
while, told of a new Russian threat 
in the south. It said Soviet troops 
made landings noe the Sea of 
Arov coast south of Stalino, which 
would be in the vicinity of Mariu- 
pol. The Germans said the beach- 
head was “sealed off” and the Rus- 
gians were “facing annihilation,” 

Even without the landings, the 
Soviet troops have driven 80 miles 
in two days as Nazi resistance ap- 
peared to be collapsing in this sec- 
tor.

SOMEWHERE IN SICILY.—(By Wireless)—It was an 
hour after daylight when I returned to the German-blown 
highway crater which our Third Division Engineers had been 


working on all night. 

It really didn’t look as though 
they’d accomplished much, but 
an engineer's eye would have seen 
that the groundwork was all laid. 
They had drilled and blasted two 
holes far down. the jagged slope. 
These were to set upright timbers 
into so they wouldn’t slide down- 
hill when weight was applied. 

The far side of the crater had 
been blasted out and leveled off 
so if formed a road across about 
one-third of the hole. Small ledges 
had been jack-hammered at each 
end of the crater and timbers bolt- 


in one night and half a day. The 
general was mighty pleased.

ether in the middle to make them 
ong enough to span the hole. 

At about 10 a. m., the huge up- 
rights were slid down the bank, 
caught by a group of men cling- 
ing to the steep slope below, and 
their ends worked into the blasted 
holes. Then they were brought 
upright by men cn the banks, pull- 
ing on ropes tied to them. Similar 
heavy timbers were slowly and 
cautiously worked out from the 
bank until their tops rested on the 
uprights. 


A half-naked soldier doing prac 


tically a wire-walking act, edged 
out over the timber and bored a 
long hole down through two tim- 
bers with an air-driven bit. Then 
he hammered a steel rod into it, 
tyinz them together. 

Bracing Added. 

Others added more bracing, nail- 
ing them together with huge 
spikes driven in by sledge ham- 
mers. Then they slung steel ca- 
ble from one end of the crater to 
the other, wrapped it around the 
upright stanchions and drew it 
tight with a winch mounted on a 
truck, 

Now came the coolie scene as 
20 shirtless, sweating soldiers to 
each of the long-spliced timbers 
carried and slid them out across 
the chasm, resting them on the 
two wooden spans just erected. 
They sagged in the middle, but 
still the cable beneath took most 
of the strain. They laid 10 of 
those across and the bridge be- 
gan to take shape. Big stringers 
were bolted down, heavy flooring 
was carried on and nailed to the 
stringers. Men built - the ap- 
proaches with stones. The bridge 
was almost ready. 

Around 11 a. m., jeeps had be- 
gun to line up at the far end of 
the tunnel. They carried recon- 
naissance platoons, machine gun- 
ners and boxes of ammunition. 
They'd been given No. 1 priority 
to cross the bridge. 

Truscott Crosses. 

First, Major General Truscott 
arrived again and sat on a log 
talking with the engineering offi- 
cers, waiting patiently. Around 
dusk of the day before, the engi- 
neers had told me they'd have 
jeeps across the crater by noon of 
the next day. It didn’t seem pos- 
sible at the time, but they knew 
whereof they spoke. 

But even they will have to ad- 
mit it was pure coincidence that 
the first jeep rolled cautiously 
across the miracle bridge at high 
noon, to the very second. 

In that first jeep was General 
Truscott and his driver, facing a 
200-foot tumble into the sea if the 
bridge gave way. The engineers 
had insisted they send a test jeep 
across first. But when he saw it 
was ready, the general just got in 
and went. It wasn’t done dra- 
matically but it was a sort of dra- 
matic thing. It showed that the 
“Old Man” had complete faith in 
his engineers. I heard soldiers 
speak of it appreciatively for an 
hour. 

Bridge a Success. 

Jeeps snaked across the rickety 
bridge behind the general while 
the engineers kept stations be- 
neath the bridge to watch and 
measure the sag under each load. 
The bridge squeaked and bent as 
the jeeps crept over. But it held, 
and nothing else mattered. When 
the vital spearhead of the division 
got across, traffic was halted again 
and the engineers were given 
three hours to strengthen the 
bridge for heavier traffic by in- 
serting a third heavy upright in 
the middle. 

That, too, was a terrific job, but 
at exactly 4 p. m. the first 3-4-ton

MRS. LORA B. DAVIS 


25 Years a Policewoman, 


Mrs. Lora Davis 
Ends 25 Years 
Of Police Duty 


By KEELER McCARTNEY. 

Mrs. Lora E. Davis, Atlanta’s 
first policewoman, today com- 
pleted 25 years of service with the 
department—and earned the “ight 
to retire on pension. But motherly 
Mrs. Davis has no idea of hanging 
up her badge “for the duration.” 

“There's so many things to be 
done,’ she said in an interview 
yesterday. 

“The problem of what to do 
with these delinquent teen-age 
girls and boys who are constantly 
running afoul of the law is great- 
er today than it ever was before. 
1 fee} that 1 must do what I can 
until the war is over and the city 
settles down to normal again.” 

Joined Force in 1918. 

That selfsame purpose induced 
Mrs. Davis to join the police force 
on September 10, 1918, when the 
first World War sent hundreds of 
youngsters from their firesides in 
search of adventure. She served 
as policewoman sans portfolio un- 
til 1924, when the woman’s bu- 
reau was created by city council 
in an order electing Mrs. Davis 
captain. 

For a decade the women police 
worked alongside the men on 
cases involving girls.+Police rec- 
ords also show where Mrs. Davis 
and her co-workers often brought 
in male prisoners, such as pick- 
pockets, “seat hoppers” and 
“mashers’’ and, on one occasion, 
brought in a loaded whisky car. 

However, much of the woman’s 
bureau effort was spent in pre- 
ventative work. 

40 Girls Returned Home. 

From May through December 
of 1924—the first period in which 
the bureau operated separately— 
the women located and returned 
to their homes 40 runaway girls. 
They also were instrumental in 
sending home 20 boys, all from 
other states, arrested here. 

Of 20 first offenders in shop- 
lifting referred to the bureau, the 
women secured convictions on two 
repeaters. Fite out - of - towners 
were sent home and the remain- 
der, mostly minors, were turned 
over to their parents. 

The bureau helped care for 
eight unmarried women, all ex- 
pectant mothers. The women 
straightened out 24 family cases 
involving 60 children, ard found’ 
homes for eight abandoned babies. 

Letters Praise Work. 

Hundreds of letters each year 
praised the work of the women 
police. Here is one taken at ran- 
dom: 

“Dearest Mrs. Davis: 

“I certainly do appreciate your 
motherly advice. I think you real- 
ly know the answers. I hope you 
may be able to help others as you 
did me.” 

The note was written 10 years 
ago by a college freshman, now a 
happily married woman and the 
mother of two children. 

Two young girls fr0m an Indi- 
ana town, who were picked up 
here riding around with two 
sirange men, told Mrs. Davis: 

“We were tired and hungry and 
they promised to feed us.” 

Bureau Abolished. 

Hundreds of such cases were 
handled by the bureau each year 
until an order of city council abol- 
ished the organization in 1935. 
The women police came back on 
@ superior court order 14 months 
later, but Mrs. Davis’ captaincy 
was not restored and the work of 
the lady gendarmes has dwindled 
into almost nothing. 

No longer are they assigned to 
cases involving young girls and 
boys arrested for the first time, 
and their contacts with clubs and 
civic organizations, which in the 
past provided transportation home 
for many bewildered youths, are 
forgotten. 

Now dozens of young girls who 
are picked up here each week, 
most of them from other towns, 
go direct to recorder’s court, 
where they must pay heavy fines 
or be sent to the stockade. Male 
vice cquads handle such cases al- 
most exclusively.

Conditions found in Georgia prisons, in- 
cluding the state penitentiary at Tattnall, as 
revealed by investigating groups from the 
genera! assembly, are such as to shock all those 
with sympathy for their fellow men or with 
reasonably jealousy for the fair name of the 
state. 

The report of conditions found at Tattnall 
by the investigators there this week, as given 
in a Thursday morning news story by Lamar 
Q. Ball, makes it plain that Governor Arnall, 
in undertaking reform of the prison system 
has tackled a job remindful of the task that 
faced Hercules when he had to clean the 
Augean stables. 

Speaker Roy V. Harris, of the house of 
representatives; President Frank Gross, of the 
state senate, declared the women’s prison, half 
a mile from the men’s main prison at Tattnall, 
“the most horrible example of mismanagement” 
they had ever seen. After a tour of six south- 
eastern states, seeing the prisons there, it was 
unequivocally stated that the Tattnall prison 
for women is the dirtiest of them all. 

No fewer than 21 convicts were found 
hospitalized because they had cut their own 
heel strings as protest against what they 
allege was brutal treatment. Many others are 
idle, because there is no way to put them to 
work. Machinery in the various shops was 
removed and sold, during the Talmadge regime, 
in many instances. 

If Governor Arnall can carry through his 
announced determination to clean up the 
Georgia prison system, to place it at least on 
a level with neighbor states in sympathetic 
treatment of inmates and in effective rehabili- 
tation, he will have performed a service to the 
state beyond valuation for the years to come. 


These several “turning points” in the war 
bring to mind similar landmarks along the 
road out of denression, when, having turned 
the corner, there was another corner. 


It Should Inspire Us 

While General Eisenhower, in choosing the 
“most propitious moment” to announce the 
surrender, previously arranged, of Italy, un- 
doubtedly based his decision on military 
reasons, there is significant interest in the fact 
the victorious news was released on the day 
that marked the opening of the Third War 
Loan.

From three sides, from 
‘Russia, from the Mediterranean and by air 
from Britain, he is reeling under terrific body 
blows. Now is the time to pour in every ounce 
of our strength, including the strength of the 
home front, to seize this opportunity to deliver 
the knockout blow before he has time to 
recover. 

The bonds we buy in this Third War Loan 
campaign may well prove the decisive factor 
which shall break German morale, drive Hitler 
and his despicable Nazis from power and teach 
the German peoples a lesson that they shall 
never forget.

Brigadier General E. A. Stockton, in com- 
mand of the antiaircraft center at Camp 
Stewart, is the author of a 12-page booklet 
entitled “Educational Program for Colored 
Troops.” It has been issued to every Negro at 
the camp. It would serve a good cause if it 
could be put in the hands, as required reading, 


-of every Negro in every southern camp. 


The following paragraphs, words of highest 
wisdom for those to whom they are addressed, 
are taken from General Stockton’s booklet: 

“A good soldier doesn’t have time to fool 
with his home town politics, or to go around 
telling other soldiers how the country should 
be run. Any question about white people and 
‘black people will never be settled by barracks 
talk. Let’s forget these things for the time 
being, buckle down to real soldiering, and win 
the war. 

“We have heard that our soldiers in Eng- 
land are given rules on how to get along 
with the English people,.who have many 
habits and customs different from ours, 

“Our soldiers in Africa were given rules 
on how to get along with the Mohammedans, 
and other peoples who live there. 

“Our soldiers in Sicily have been told how 
to treat people there. 

“You are in Georgia. While you are here, 
you must obey the laws of the state of Georgia. 
The laws of Georgia may not be the laws of 
New York, or the District of Columbia, or 
Pennsylvania, or Illinois, but that makes no 
difference. 

“Some of you may not understand why 
you can’t go everywhere white folks go in 
Georgia. It’s because the law says so. 

“Whether or not they did this where you 
came from, and no matter what vou think 
about it, it is your duty to do exactly as the 
laws say, and to accept the customs of the 
people, while you are in Georgia. 

“Be polite and respectful in any talk you 
may have with white people. Don’t try to 
start conversations with white strangers. Stay 
out of white places, and sit where you are 
supposed to sit on trains and buses. 

“You are in the south. Things have been 
as they are in the south for a long time, and 
they will probably continue to be that way for 
a long time. If you start any argument or 
disturbances over these things, you will get 
nowhere, settle nothing, and get yourself in 
trouble.”

We have become accustomed to paying but 
scant attention to the outpourings of Axis 
radio. Since Goebbels and his master, Hitler, 
began to use lies as weapons of war and of 
“diplomacy,” it has been a generally accepted 
fact that no faith can be placed in any Axis 
promulgations.

FAIR ENOUGH

NEWBURGH, Sept. 9. 
Recent That rotten racket, Lo- 
Strike cal 825 of the Operat- 

ing Engineers’ Union, 
recently pulled a strike here that 
I think you might like to know 
about. The Army is building a 
big air field in Newburg and sev- 
eral auxiliary fields near by for 
the use of the West Point cadets. 
It is costing about $26,000,000 of 
your money, much of which is 
being squandered on idlers who 
get $16 a day for nominal work as 
oilers on the excavating machines 
which can be oiled, when they 
need it, every few days, by your 
little boy or your old aunt. The 
operators of the machines get a 
guarantee of $80 a week even if it 
rains all week and they don’t work 
an hour and $22 a day when they 
do work. 

There is one contractor on the 
job named John Arborio, of New- 
burgh, who runs an open shop 
and the mob made up their minds 
they would make him send his 
men into the union. He wasn’t 
working on the big central job at 
Newburgh, which is known as 
Stewart Field, but on Montgomery 
Field, an auxiliary or satellite 
field, 12 miles away. Neverthe- 
less the mob struck Stewart and 
all the rest of the jobs and four 
full good fair-weather working 
days were totally lost and the 
rest of the week was a washout, 
The racket sent emissaries to 
Washington to complain to the 
chief engineers of the War Depart- 
ment but he bounced them right 
back and Colonel A. B. Jones, the 
district engineer, whose headquar- 
ters are in New York, issued a 
statement blaming the union for 
blockading the job when the Army 
was trying to take advantage of 
the summer weather to remove 
hazards which might cause the 
death of fledgling cadets from the 
military academy. The racket 
did not win its closed shop and 
the men finally straggled back. 


. In justice to the 
No Strike men it may be said 
Vote 


that some of them 

were disgusted and 
would have stayed on the job but 
for their fear of the racket. They 
said so to reliable indiyiduals with 
whom I have discussed the strike. 
There was no strike vote and I 
think it may be assumed that if 
there had been a vote the strike 
would have been rejected over- 
whelmingly. 

The local boss of the union is 
Henry McArdle, the financial sec- 
retary, who is about 28 years old, 
well educated and under indict- 
ment in this county on a state 
charge of operaitng a shakedown 
against workers on this and other 
federal jobs through the permit 
racket. But this is only a branch 
of Local 825. This local’s real 
headquarters are in Newark, N. 
J., and its president is the no- 
torious Joe Fay, the racketeer who 
not only runs the union and 
shakes down the poor stiffs but 
also sells ready-mixed concrete 
and rents out excavating machin- 
ery to contractors. Fay is under 
two indictments at present. In 
Newburgh he is charged, along 
with McArdle, with operating the 
permit racket and in Manhattan, 
Mr. Hogan, the state district at- 
torney, not the federal, has him 
indicted on a charge of extorting 
enormous hunks of your tax money 
from contractors on government 
projects. He is also vice presi- 
dent of the parent or internation- 
al union. 

Fay apparently is 
heat at last because 
up to Newburgh to set himself 
right with the Army. He said 
the strike was most unwise and 
regrettable but the officials of the 
Newburgh branch of Local 825 
blandly insisted there was no 
strike at all, as though all the en- 
gineers would walk off such a job 
together without orders. The 
men in other lines, such as the 
teamsters and laborers, of course, 
couldn’t work while the excava- 
tors and bulldozers were idle so, 
all told, about 800 men were sub- 
tracted from the war effort for 
practically one full working week

ONE WORD MORE

MR. SEWELL CAME STRIDING D. R. Lee and I were 
picking cotton, side by 
side in adjoining rows. A man came striding across the field and 
D. R. Lee, on whose farm we were picking, 
looked up and said: “That’s Grady Sewell, 

our mail carrier.” 

Grady Sewell came over and said: 

“I was passing by and had made up my 
mind to call on you fellows from The Con- 
stitution down here picking. But since you 
are in the news business I hurried across to 
tell you that Italy has surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. I heard it on a newscast.” 

We all straightened up and we asked ques- 
tions, excitedly. All of us were sweaty and 
tired and our backs were aching from the un- 
accustomed bending to picking cotton. [| 
looked about at the red faces and the excite- 
ment of them and thought that it was 
first time newspapermen and women had ever 
received such news in a cotton patch. 

I told D. R. Lee —— right that minute 
there was excitement and hurry in The Con- 

stitution office and that the staff was busy getting an 
early edition. I was glad to be where I was when I heard the 
news of Italy’s fall. (If I had been at the office there would 
have been only the mechanical excitement of an early edition, 
which excitement I like.) 

Here I was in a cotton field. I was sweaty and aching from 
serving as one of the “crop corps” of city volunteers who go out 
and assist, as best they can, in harvesting the crops for which 
there is not adequate labor. I was helping to gather cotton which 
would go into the channels of war. Every time a 16-inch gun is 
fired one bale of cotton is burned up.- 1 thought of the big guns 
which I had seen at the English channel. Some days they fired 
40 or more shots. The big naval guns fired dozens of rounds in 
their attacks on Sicily and Africa... One thundering flash and a 
full day’s work for six or seven good cotton pickers is burned up. 

It was natural that a farmer’s first comment should have been 
of the earth. 

“We will have to feed them,” he said. He talked not of strategy 
or of diplomacy or of pamphlets and radio appeals. He thought 
of food planted and harvested. : 

“I’d rather feed them,” he said, after reflection, “than have 
them shooting at our boys.” 

He answered with those words which will become a whine 
from some of the critics who will say, in defeatist terms, “Now 
we'll have to feed the damned wops.” 

So, we talked of war in terms of fields and plows and men and 
mules. I was glad to be out there in the sun and to think and 
talk of war in those terms, with one of the nation’s farming 


millions who must think of it in those terms. 
COTTON PICKING I was born on a farm and did farm work. 
But in my section of Tennessee there was 

no cotton. I had never picked cotton until Wednesday when The 
Constitution volunteers took a farm assigned by County Agent 
J. J. Hood in Coweta. 

We had two thoughts about it. 

First, the problem is serious. City residents can, if they will 
really work, be of substantial help in getting in crops. The work 
is hard. Backs, unused to so much bending, will ache. Muscles 
will get stiff. But it is a genuine service. If more help is not 
made available much cotton will not be gathered. We knew that. 

Secondly, The Atlanta Constitution is of, for, and by the state 
of Georgia. We are rooted in the soil of Georgia and Georgia’s 
hopes and aspirations are our own. We could not write and urge 
others to help the farmers of the state and not do so ourselves. 

So we went. Two in the group had picked cotton before. They 
turned in an average of better than 100 pounds. One was a 
debutante from the society department.. She picked faithfully and 
turned in 51 pounds. There were three other young ladies, none 
of whom had ever picked cotton. They also did well and worked 
hard. 
We appreciated the fact that neighbors of Mr. Lee were in- 
terested in us. We felt good over the fact that the county agent 
visited us; that the mail carrier came out to bring us news, and that 
E. C. Westbrook, of the Extension Service, brought us a bottle of 
liniment and two large watermelons. 

It was a good day and we had fun. We picked about 800 
pounds of cotton. While that isn’t good picking it was @ start. 
We'll do better next time. And we still are amateurs. We take

really can pick. To see Dr. Newton put on his knee pads, cut 
from an old carpet, and get down on his knees, handling two 
rows at once, is to see something. In a good stand of cotton 
I believe Dr. Newton would pick well over 200 pounds. He and 
his five associates picked 500 pounds, almost as much as nine 
of us turned in. They have been picking for weeks and have 
cotton picking backgrounds. Dr. Newton. when a youngster, 
once picked 360 pounds in one day. Any farmer who gets the 
preacher pickers will get some real help. 

The second tribute is to Mrs. Lee and her daughter-in-law. We 
took along our own sandwiches. But Mrs. Lee said they would 
have a few things fixed up. She did: There was barbecued pork, 
roast pork, barbecued duck and fried chicken, There was fresh 
corn, candied sweet potatoes, baked sweet potatoes and sliced 
tomatoes. There was iced tea and lemonade. Mrs. Lee apologized 
for such a short meal. She did not have much advance informa- 
tion about our coming. 

We came away feeling that we had made new friends and 
we came away hoping we had been of some help. 

Farmers need more such help. It hasn’t the best help there 
is, but it is help. And it is hard work, but fun.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(AP)—The coal situation is 
bad now and “it’s going to get worse,” Secretary of the In- 
terior Ickes said today, but he hesitated at ordering a 48-hour 


work week in the mines. 

Ickes, who is federal boss of the 
mines, said the outlook appears 
darker partly because of the need 
to furnish coal to the military 
services in Italy. 

While Italy's customary coal re- 
quirements amount to little more 
in a vear than American mines 
can produce in a month, Ickes 
spoke of the Italian needs as hav- 
ing “an adverse effect on the do. 
mestic coal situation at a time 
when we can't stand many more 
setbacks.” 

These needs can be met only 
with coal from England, the 
United States and South Africa, 
he said. 

Ickes told a press conference 
thet coal already is being shipped 
for the use of the Army in keep- 
ing Italian utilities, ships, locomo.

Sforza Will Aid| 


Reconstruction 


Of Native Italy 


By SEYMOUR BERKSON. 


(Copyright, 1943, by International News 
Service.) . 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—(INS)— 
Count Carlo Sforza, former Italian 
foreign minister and chief of the 
Free Italian movement, revealed 
tonight that he will go to Italy as 
soon as possible to participate in 
the democratic reconstruction of 
his native land. 

“I will go as a private citizen 
under my own responsibility,” he 
told this writer at his home in 
New York. “I know it is my moral 
duty to go and I have already sig- 
nified my desire to do so.” 

In Washington, it was learned 
that the United States government 
is fully aware of Count Sforza’s 
plans and will make it possible for 
him as a private citizen to under- 
take the trip by plane as soon as 
it is deemed militarily feasible. 

As yet no exact date has been 
fixed—nor is it likely to be until 
the military situation inside Italy 
is more clarified. Should it not be 
deemed advisable at first for him 
to go to the Italian mainland it- 
self, Sforza indicated he might go 
to the nearest Italian point, pre- 
sumably Sicily, from which he 
could get into contact with his 
anti-Fascist colleagues inside Italy.

STOCKHOLM, Sept. 9.—(4)— 
The Germans strove mightily by 
political as well as military action 
today to repair the damage caused 
by the bombshell thrown into their 
Mediterranean arrangements by 
Italy’s divorce from the war. 

They set up a puppet Italian re- 
gime to lure Italians from Premier 
Marshal Badoglio and the attrac- 
tive promises of peace with ap- 
peals to save the “honor of Italy,” 
but they admitted by implication 
that political and military events 
had taken a highly confusing turn, 
so much so that instances of “local 
resistance” by Italian troops to 
German forces had occurred. 

Italians here regarded the new 
government as little more than a 
“eomic opera” regime, which 
would gain few followers, 


Berlin emitted a stream of radio 
proclamations and “orders” from 
the new government set up to 
carry on where Mussolini left off. 

One instructed Italian naval 
commanders and ship captains to 
disregard Badoglio’s orders to flee 
to North African or other Allied 
ports, and threatened that such 
ships as obeyed Badoglio’s instruc- 
tions would be bombed, 

Another declared that steps had 
been taken to form Italian volun- 
teer units to join the German army 
and serve as the “nucleus of a re- 
organized Italian army.” 

Italians said that the new pup- 
pet government probably would 
be headed by Roberto Farinacci, 
former Fascist party secretary, 
and that its seat probably would 
be in Turin. 

Other reports indicated that Ba- 
coglio’s military leaders were 


firmly established at Turin and 
Milan in northern Italy, however, 
and that the German-sponsored 
Italian government might have to 
find its seat in Germany. 

As part of the front put up by 
the Germans, it was claimed that 
Italian troops—friendly to .Ger- 
many—had occupied the Brenner 
Pass, vital connecting link be- 
tween Italy and Germany, on the 
day before Italy’s unconditional 
surrender was announced. 


Nevertheless, it was admitted 
that at some places Italian troops 
had taken ta “harassing actions” 
against the German forces in Italy 
and that in some cases where the 
Germans attempted to disarm the 
Italians there had been clashes. 
Vispatches from Bern, in fact, said 
an Italian vanguard was leading 
Allied troops northward from 
their beachheads near Naples. 

Germany appeared to have been 
left virtually alone amid her wav- 
ering Axis satellites and the op- 
pressed millions of Europe by the 
capitulation of Italy. 

Hungarians here predicted that 
their country’s leaders, long re- 
ported seeking a way out of the 
war, would withdraw now from 
the alliance with Germany. They 

inted out that Italy’s action in 

reaking the Axis bloc freed Hun- 
gary as a signatory of the tri- 
partite pact. 

The Finns, also trying in re- 
cent months to free themselves of 
the German grip, watched Italy’s 
action as a pattern for getting 
Nazi forces out of their country. 

From Norway came new signs 
that the German high command 
was thinning the ranks of the 
Scandinavian garrison to get bad-

ly needed men to combat Allied 
offensives in the east and‘ south. 
In Berlin a German military 
spokesman told neutral corre- 
spondents that the evacuation of 
Stalino in the Donets basin was 
a result of the shifting of reserves 
to other European battle zones. 
No longer can German forces 
afford to hold east front_lines for 
the sake of prestige, he said. 
Most men taken from Norway 
were from ski and mountaineer 
detachments, it was learned, and 
these, it was presumed, were in- 
tended for action in the Alps or 
the Balkan mountains. : 
Tanks, armored cars and guns 
from inland fortifications in Nor- 
way, it was reported, also were 
being transferred to Germany, 
where there would be less risk 
of losing valuable military equip- 
ment,

The Racing Mixup. 


Out of the thousands who as- 
sault the mutuel windows at New 
York tracks and chuck their mil- 
lions into the machines, only a 
few understand the ruling sys- 
tems that run or govern the rac- 
ing game. 

The air is full of their plain- 
tive cries and protests,* but they 
still don’t know what the correct 
target is. 

In order to help clear up the 
muddle we put the matter up to 
Herbert Bayard Swope, chairman 
of the New York Racing Commis- 
sion. His answer follows— 

Briefly, the system is this: 

The original arbiters are _ the 
three stewards of the meeting; 
one appointed by the commis- 
sion, the second by the Jockey 
Club and the third by the rac- 
ing. association. A fourth— 
honorary—is named by the 
Jockey Club. He has no vote 
but takes part in discussion. 
Above the stewards of the meet- 
ing, come the stewards of the 
Jockey Club who pass on all 
problems referred to them by 
the lower court. The original 
issue of license, the suspension 
of license or the revocation of 
license are in the hands of these 
two groups. 


Any action on the refusal or the 


revocation of a license by either |

the licensing committee -of 


Jockey Club, or by the stewards | 
of the meeting, can be referred to. 
the final authority, the Racing | 
Commission which, however, does | 


not sit alcne but shares its right)

The racing commission can act, 
in the initial instance, in the sus- 
pension or revocation of a license 
of a jockey or trainer but, once 
again, it must sit, by law, with the 
two stewards of the Jockey Club 
as a joint board. 


The Needed Sting. 


Mr. Swope continued, “The com- 
mission does hold the sole jurisdic- 
tion in the granting of a license to 
a race track and racing dates. It 
has the right by law to revoke, in 
the first instance, the license of a

THE BRITISH COMMON- 
WEALTH AT WAR, edited by 
William Yandell Elliott and 
H. Duncan Hall. Knopf, $5. 


“In order that we may judge 
our own responsibilities and 
what lies ahead of us to secure 
victory, an honest assessment 
of the war effort of the British 
Commonwealth is essential in 
the formulation of American 
strategy. That Empire as a 
world empire holds the key to 
world control. A study of its 
resources, of its politics, of the 
strategy of its defenses, of its 
war production, is a vital ele- 
ment to every calculation we 
now must make to assure our 
own victory.” 

This volume provides a care- 
ful, detailed analysis of the 
British Commonwealth’s war or- 
ganization and efforts from the 
dispatch of the “war telegram” 
in the fall of ’39 through the 
African campaign in the spring 
of '42. Thus, it supplies the data 
considered essential in the above 
opinion of Harvard’s Professor 
Elliott, who planned this book 
before the outbreak of the war 
and helped obtain a grant for 
it from the Bureau of Interna- 
tional Research of Harvard Uni- 
versity and Radcliffe College. 


Professor Elliott’s view of the 
necessity of a strong, open al- 
liance between Britain and the 
United States for their mutual 
security and world peace coin- 
cides with that of Walter Lipp- 
mann, whose plea for an enlight- 
ened, avowed United States for- 
eign policy is so eloquently pre- 
sented in this new book. The 
facts and conclusions of the au- 
thors of the several] sections of 
this symposium give the back- 
ground for this political rela- 
tionship. 

The authors are experts on 
the national subjects they cover 
in this book. Editor Duncan 
Hall, an Australian and former 
British attache to the League of 
Nations, rings up the curtain 
on the whole British common- 
wealth in peace and war, and 
also writes of Australia and Ire- 
land, with other outstanding au- 
thorities writing of their particu- 
lar fields. 

Seven appendices and a de- 
tailed index help make this 
volume a “must” item in the 
library of any college or student 
of world affairs. The three 
Commonwealth emergency pow- 
ers defense acts, the Atlantic 
Charter, Declaration of United 
Nations and other agreements 
ana speech excerpts are _ in- 
cluded in the appendices. A 
clarifying chart of wartime ad- 
ministration in Great Britain is 
included in a back-cover pocket.

Not only does dirt and dust col- 
lect on the always exposed facial 
skin, but the skin throws off waste 
matter which must be gotten rid of 
if it is not to clog the pores. Then, 
to make matters worse, we powder 
the face all day long with none- 
too-clean puffs and we use any 
kind of makeup we happen to like 
without much regard as to whether 
it suits the particular skin, These 
are the reasons why just soap and 
water or any casual cleansing 
proves insufficient in most cases. 

When cold cream is used for 
cleansing the face, it should be fol- 
lowed invariably by a skin lotion 
or mild astringent applied on a 
piece of damp cotton. And if the 
skin is oily or if there are pim- 
ples, blackheads and large pores, 
two or three times a week the face 
should be given a special cleans- 
ing treatment. 

For this I suggest a meal-like 
preparation which should be mix- 
ed to a paste with a mild skin 
tonic. This is smoothed over the 
face and neck with the finger- 
tips. After a few moments re- 
move it with cool water, and then 
apply a bit of pore cream over the 
skin, particularly in the areas 
where large pores appear, around 
the nose and on the chin.

Season 


We who live tnland have not 
been as familiar as we might with 
fish and seafood dishes. Broiled 
fillets, fried shrimp and oysters, 
oyster stew and deviled crab are 
the dishes we know best, and 
usually we eat these when we dine 
out. The average home kitchen 
doesn’t turn out seafoods often, 
the home maker usally being 
firmly convinced tnat she isn’t suf- 
ficiently skilled in seafood cook- 
ery to deal with lobsters, crabs 
and other shellfish. Before meat 
rationing became a reality the 
“fish once.a week for iodine and 
phosphorus” rule was 
fet with a casserole of escallopéd 
salmon or salmon croquettes. But 
as our red points dwindled alarm- 
ingly and the meat showcases re- 
vealed little meat we have turn- 
ed oftener to the seafood display 
where the prospect for a main 
dish for dinner appeared bright- 
er. Often there we find only 
green shrimp and fillets of the 
cheaper fish, but many appetizing 
dishes can be created from these. 
And now that September has turn- 
ed the corner, the first fall month 
with an “R” in it, you will be see- 
ing the bucketful of oysters em- 
bedded in cracked ice. Here are 
recipes for oysters and other sea- 
foods which you will find very 
easy to prepare: 

Oyster Stew 

Pick over a pint of oysters to 
remove any bits of shell. Drain 
oysters, but save all juice. Melt 
1-4 cup margarine in a saucepan, 
add ] n worcestershire 
sauce, 1-2 teaspoon celery salt, 1 
teaspoon paprika and a dash of 
pepper. Add the oysters and heat 
slowly until the oysters are 
plump, the edges frilly. Strain the 
oyster juice, add 1 cup milk and 
1 cup cream and stir into the hot 
oysters. Heat just to the boiling 
point, but do not boil, and pour 
immediately into hot soup plates. 
Serve with plenty of crisp 
crackers.

Scalloped Oysters 

Crush cracker crumbs to make 
1 1-2 cups, and mix crumbs with 
1-2 cup melted butter or mar- 
garine. Line the bottom of a deep 
baking dish with these crumbs, 
cover with a layer of raw oysters, 
sprinkle with salt and pepper and 
repeat until crumbs and oysters 
nearly fill the dish. Mix 4 ta- 
blespoons oyster liquor with 2 ta- 
blespoons cream and pour over, 
sprinkle lightly with nutmeg, or 
mace and bake 20 to 30 minutes 
in moderately hot oven. Brown 
top delicately. 

This is an excellent way to serve 
the cheaper or rather dry fish fil- 


lets. 
Baked Fillets 

2 pounds fillets 

Salt and dredge fillets in flour 
and brown lightly in frying pan 
in a little melted fat. Place in 
baking dish, sprinkle with lemon 
juice and on each fillet place a 
small piece of bacon. Bake in 
moderate oven 30 minutes, then 
add hot tomato sauce. Bake about 
10 minutes longer.

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Surrender a Dare to Nazis, Says Stimson

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9.—(4)— 
Italy's surrender was interpreted 
by Secretary of War Stimson to- 
day as an omen that other Euro- 


peans will rise up against their 
Nazi masters and welcome the Al- 
lies as bringers of freedom, once 
the opportunity develops. 

In a press conference, Stimson 
did not say whether he thought 
this possibility extended to the 
German people themselves, but he 
mede clear that he attached major 
importance to the “moral factor” 
of Italy’s eapitulation. 

it comes, he noted, at a time 
when the Germans hold a great 
part of Italy and so is an act of 
defiance which may bring harsh | 
Nazi reprisals. | 

“The significance of this to us,” 
he continued, “is that it demon- 


strates, in my opinion, the under- 
lying sympathy of the Italian peo- 
ple for the cause of freedom, and 
that they recognize that we—that 
our forces—represent the cause of 


freedom. 
Omen of Hope. ° 

“That is an omen of great im- 
portance, an omen of great hope 
for our future campaigns. It shows 
that the people of Europe recog- 
nize the cause that we represent.” 

In other observations on the 
war, Stimson said: 

1. The Allies have command of 
the air over southern Italy, and 
the ground forces landed in the 
vicinity of Naples are making sat- 
isfactory progress. However, the 
Germans have 15 to 20 divisions— 
a larger force than any met by 
the Allies in Tunisia or Sicily—in 
Italy and there is no reason to be- 


occupied without considerable 
hard fighting. 

2. The Allied losses in the 
bombing campaign against Ger- 


man centers have been sizeable 
but not out of proportion to the 
number of planes engaged. In 
addition to replacing battle losses, 
the Allies are increasing their 
overall strength. 

3. In the Pacific, operations are 
progressing on schedule. It prob- 
ably will take hard -fighting to 
eliminate the Japenese cornered 
in the Lae-Salamaua area/of New 
Guinea. The Allies are establish- 
ing definite air superiority and a 
heavy toll is being taken of enemy 
shipping.

Prospect Agonizing. 

Summing up, Hoffman said that

ful because peace, when it ‘comes, 
will find a huge pent-up need and 
desire for goods—and many bil- 
lions of dollars of savings avail- 
able to permit people to translate 
their desires into buying demand. 
The prospect is inspiring, because, 
as Don Nelson (head of WPB) 
puts it, we are on the edge of a 
new world... 

“Business must be ready to act 
quickly and surely when that time 
comes. Long before peace arrives, 
it must have planned actively and 
soundly for the postwar period 
and it must have planned boldly.’

The surrender of Italy makes 
no difference in the proposed 
drafting of fathers now set for 
October 1. Draft headquarters 
made this plan yesterday in open- 
ing a fight against the Wheeler 
bill designed to throttle the father 
draft until after January 1. 

Testifying at & senate military 
subcommittee hearing, Lieutenant 
Colonel Irancis V. Keesling, chief 
liaison and -legislative officer for 
the. Selective Service System, 
urged that the bill, already report- 
ed favorably by the whole com- 
mittee, be recommitted for further 
hearings. 

Senator Wheeler, Democrat, 
Montana, has announced he will 
seek immediate action on his 
measure when congress reconvenes 
Tuesday after its summer recess. 

Keesling revealed to the com- 
mittee that 10,206,466 men were 
in the nation’s armed forces July 
31, and said that by December 31, 
1943, there will be a total of 11,- 
724,066 in military service. The 
Selective Service spokesman told 
the committee that “additional in- 
formation” had been made avail- 
able since congress recessed—in- 
formation the ‘committee should 
hear before the bill is debated on 
the senate floor.

Dr. Paul Joseph Goebbels, in 
his first statement since Italy’s 
capitulation, told the Germans to- 
day that “he who gets weak in 
the knees should at least hide his 
weakness to prevent his state of 
mind from affecting other people. 

“There is only one sin we can 
commit at present; namely, that 
of cowardice,” the Nazi propa- 
ganda minister asserted in the 
latest edition of “Das Reich.” 

The article, quoted by the Ber- 
lin radio in a broadcast recorded 
by the Associated Press, declared 
that the “German people is re- 
jecting all enemy propaganda to 
which it lent its ear in the second 
half of the first World War, with 
the result that Germany found 
herself enslaved for a long and 
disgraceful period. 

“In time of war,” Goebbels 
went on, “everybody should look 
at crises and burdens from the 
angle in which they will repre- 
sent themselves a year or even 
ten years later. Crises and bur- 
dens will then be more easily 
borne. 

“One day the hour will come 
when the last battle is fought,” 
he concluded. “Lucky will be 
those people who are then on the 
side of the victors. We have 
never doubted for a single mo- 
ment that we shail be on the 


winning side.”

‘Gallup Poll: 


Drafting 
Of Women 


Is Favored 


By GEORGE GALLUP. 


Director, American Institute of 
Public Opinion. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 9.— 
Slated for early consideration by 
congress when it convenes next 
week is the question of drafting 
fathers into the armed forces. 

Since many of the fathers would 
be used in non-fighting jobs in 
order to release younger men for 
front-line service, the proposal has 
been made that single women be 
drafted instead to. take these non- 
fighting jobs. If the issue finally 
resolves itself to that alternative 
the great majority of American 
voters, including the women them- 
selves, would favor the drafting of 
single women rather than the 
drafting of an equivalent number 
of fathers. 

This was revealed in a nation- 

wide survey in which reporters for 
the institute talked with men and 
women of all classes in scores of 
cities, small towns and rural areas 
from Maine to California, repre- 
senting a true cross-section of the 
American public. The issue was 
put to voters in this form: 
| The Question. 
“The Army can either draft 
'300,000 single women, aged 21-35, 
for the WACS for non-fighting 
jobs, or it can draft the same num- 
ber of married men with families 
for the same work. Which plan 
would you favor?” 

The results are: 

Think single women should be 
drafted, 81 per cent. 

Think married men with famil- 
ies should be drafted, 13 per cent. 

Undecided, six per cent. 

One notable fact highlighted in 
the survey is that the women of 
the country are overwhelmingly in 
favor of a draft for single women. 


84 Per Cent. 

The vote of all women is 84 per 
cent in. favor of such a draft, and 
the vote of single women inter- 
viewed in the survey is approxi- 
mately the same. As for the males, 
the married men with children 
vote 80 per cent in favor of draft- 
ing the women, and the vote of 
both single and married men com- 
bined is 78 per cent. 

“A Man’s Job.” 

In opposing the drafting of 
women, voters cite as their main 
argument that “a woman's place 
is not in the Army; that’s a man’s 
job.” 

Those who favor the idea, on 
the other hand, say that drafting 
single women would not break up 
homes the way drafting fathers 
would. “Girls are independent and 
it is easier for them to go”—such
